47 Buildings Destroyed in Early 


Cause Of Fire 


Not Yet Known; 
To Hold Probe 


Blaze Broke Out in 
Spreading Rapidly—Firemen Unable to 
Cope With Flames—To Rebuild Im- 
mediately—No One Injured 


Rear of Poolroom, 


With daylight Monday, residents of Lloydminster, 169 
miles east of Edmonton on the Alberta-Saskatchewan 
boundary, 
the business section of the town early Monday 
causing damage of more than a million dollars, 

Forty seven buildings of all sorts were wiped out, to- 
gether with all stock and equipment, The damage had not 


been fully appraised at 10 a.m, but it is thought it will exceed | 


that of Wainwright by more than $500,000% 


ORIGIN OF FIRE 
SO FAR NUKNOWN 
The origin of the fire is unknown, it having broken out in the pool- 
room of Boyd and Waddell shortly after midnight Sunday 
Two fire departments were unable to cope with the flames and calls 
for help from outside were useless as telephone communication was tm- 
possible 
The alarm was turned in at 12.30 a.m. but before the firemen could 
contro} the blaze on one side of the street, it had jumped the thorough- 
fare, aided by a slight wind, and obtained a hold on other buildings, 
At 10 am. this morning the fire was still smoldering but under control 
and further outbreaks were not expected 
As for as can be ascertained no persons were either killed or injured 


MANY IMPORTANT 
BUILDINGS DESTROYED 

Among the buildings destroyed were the post office, municipal hall, new 
curling rink, pool elevator, two hotels, and the Canadian Bank of Commerce 

The fire, it is believed, started from some unknown cause in the pool- 
room of Boyd and Waddell, spreading trom there to the adjoining structures 
The alarm, turned in at 12.30 brought the firemen to the scene in a rush but 
the flames had secured such a hold that the men were unable to do moire 
than endeavor to save other structures 

Citizens of Lloydminster rushed to the seene and did all in their power 
to aid the firemen but it was already beyond any fighting. It had secured 
a hold and the sparks and flames, shooting hundreds of feet into the air 
made the city an inferno, 
BUSINESS AREA 
SUFFERS MOST 

East of Meridian road, the dividing line between Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, was concentrated the business section of Lloydminster and it was this 
that suffered. The buildings, one after the other, caught fire and were des- 
troyed, citizens having their homes above offices or stores doing thelr best to 
save their personal belongings and get away with thelr lives, ‘The 
of salvage from the mercantile establishments will amount to little, if any. 

It was stated that, apart from the destruction of the buildings, no hard- 
ship is being suffered by the citizens who lost their belongings, the number 
living in such buildings bein gsmall compared with the total population of 
1,700

By Rural Fires 


Vire losses in towns in Western 
Canada, particularily Alberta ana 
immediately adjacent to Alberta, are 
assuming buge proportions this 
year. 

Within the past month three fires 
have caused damage estimated at 
$2,000,000, the business districts of 
three towns having been wiped out 

On July 21, fire at Wainwright 
caused loss of $700,000, This was 
followed on August 10 by a blaze at 
Tofield, when the loss was estimat- 
ed at $50,000, 

This morning fire at Lloydminster 
wiped out more than 47 buildings, 
causing loss of more than $1,000,000 

In addition to these, there have 
been serious forest and individual 
fires which have also taken their 
toll, The loss of life, fortunately, 
has been small in comparison to the 
extent of the fires,
